kept in good condition in this way for 
a number of months.

If infertile, such eggs may be kept 
still longer.

Very timely is the reminder of Provost Marshal 


General Crowder that aliens are not excluded by 
law from voluntary enlistment in the military 
forces of the United States and that in this, emerg- 
ency the enrollment of friendly aliens is author- 
ized. In opening the way for friendlj aliens to 
enter the army and navy a situation that promised 
to be perplexing will be partly solved at least and 
the excuse which some agitators seized upon to 
criticise the government and attack foreign resi- 
dents will be dissipate^}.
